NEWS FROMJHE COUNTRY 

Denbigh. 

About ft o’clock on last Thursday 
evening, the house of James Grant on 
lot 10, in the 7th, concession of Den¬ 
bigh, was observed to be on fire by some 
of the neighbors, who hastened to the 
ssene ol the accident. They could see 
no one around the place, but to their 
intense horror they could see what ap¬ 
peared to them the partly consumed 
body of a person standing upright 
with uplifted arms, near one corner of 
the burning building, enveloped by the 
roaring flames. Owing to the intense 
heat the efforts made by these present 
to rescue the remains were unsuccess¬ 
ful until the building collapsed, and 
the fire subsided somewhat when a 
few charred remains of two human be¬ 
ings were got out, which were at first 
supposed to belong to Mr. and Mrs. 
Grant. After midnight however Mr. 
Grant and his wife, who had been 
away to attend a religious meeting 
held in the Snider settlement, arrived 
at their now desolate home, and it be¬ 
come known that the victims of the 
terrible calamity were two youths, 
nephews of Mrs. Grant, who had been 
the only occupants of the house that 
evening. Geo. Hughs, eldest son of 
the late William Hughs, and stepson 
of Fred Ball, of Vennachar, about 15 
years of age, and John Gregg, eldest 
son of Alexander Gregg, of Vennachar, 
Vi years of age. The parents and 
friends of both promising youths who 
met such an untimely end, are nearly 
distracted with grief. The remains 
found were interred Sunday afternoon 
in the Vennachar cemetery, it will 
probably never be known for certain 
how the tiro originated. Grant lost 
all the contents of the house which 
was not insured and he may have to 
give up the place again which he had 
oniy lately bought from John Flake, 
who came so near getting killed a few 
weeks ago by the running away of 
his horses, and whoso injuries proved 
to be far more serious than rei orted at 
the time, though there are now good 
prospects of his ultima to recovery, if 
no further complications set in.

Minutes of last regular and adjourned 
meeting read and adopted. 

A communication from Chas. M. Vanal 
stine applying for the situation of caretaker 
of the new fire alarm was ordered filed. 

Robert Norris appeared before the coun 
cil re taxes on lots which he had purchased 
from the town. On motion the matter was 
referred to the Finance committee to re¬ 
port. 

Mr. W&gar appeared before the council 
Btating that he was assessed for a dog, 
while he had no dog. Referred to the Fi- 
, nance committee to report. 

Mr. Sedore was present and asked the 
council for some assistance as he had broke 
1 his arm while coming out of the post office 
a few days ago and was unable to do %ny 
< work. His application and the solicitation 
of Mr. Parks for aid were both referred to 
the Poor and Sanitary committee with 
power to act. 

The report of the Finance oommittee 
was read and adopted. 

The chairman of tjie Finanoe oommitteo 
presented the detailed statement of the re¬ 
ceipts and expenditures of the current year 
which the law requires to be gotten out on 
the 15th of Deo of each year. It was read 
and on motion referred to the Finance 
committee to complete and have it printed. 

The reports of the Street, and Fire. 
Water and Light committees were read 
and adopted. 

Moved by McAlister and Leonard that 
the tender of the Beil Telephone Co. for a 
new tire alarm, #673, be accepted, provid¬ 
ing they enter into a contract prepared by 
the town solicitor and submit it to the 
council. 

After considerable discussion in which 
Messrs. Carson and Symington expressed 
themselves of the opinion that the tender 
was altogether too high, and Mr.Symington 
thought the town would be entirely at the 
mercy of the Bell Telephone Co. if the 
council allowed them to erect the wires on 
their poles as proposed in the tender, it 
was moved in amendment by Symington 
and Carson that we do not aooept the ten¬ 
der of the Bell Telephone Co., hut allow 
the present arrangements to run until the 
15th of May and then terminate it. 

Mr. McAlister said he was of the same 
opinion as Messrs. Carson and Symington, 
about the tender being too high, until he 
started out to make enquiries and he was 
now of the opinion that the tender was a 
reasonable one. 

Moved in amendment to the amendment 
by Ward and Lowry that the question of 
putting in a newllre alarm system be tie 
ferred to the next regular meeting when 
the draft agreement, mutually agreeable to 
the town solicitor and the Bell Telephone 
Co., will be presented to the counoil for 
their approval. Carried. 

The leports of the Market, Town Prop¬ 
erty, Poor and Sanitary and Polioe com¬ 
mittee were read and adopted. 

The council decided not to give the poor 
the usual Christmas dinner this year but 
instead an extra #50 was ordered to be 
placed in the hands of the chairman of the 
Poor and Sanitary Committee to be used 
at his discretion.

WEALTH GOING TO WOMEN. 


Tli« Orntier Sex Bi-comlng More Numer¬ 
ous ns Stockholders in Eastern 
Fttciorles. 

In a large number of manufacturing 
concerns in Massachusetts, the affairs of 
which are covered by the latest report 
ol the State Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
Ahere were 43,803 partners or stock¬ 
holders in 1891, against 12,735 in I8f)2. 
The number of males included in the 
total for the latter year was greater, 
however, than that which whs covered 
by the larger figures for 1893. There 
were 27,325 male partners or stock¬ 
holders in 1892. and 27.21(1 in 1893. On 
the other hand, the number of women 
who had an interest in the manufac¬ 
tories dealt with by the report was 
10,592 in 1893 against* 15.110 in the year 
preceding. The partners'dy sharehold¬ 
ers were 93.91 p«*r cent. males in 1*92 
and 27.50 per cent, t -mnle.s. In 1893 
the proportions were 28.3* p#r cent, of 
females and 02.12 jSer ceutauf males. 
The change thus shown to hawe taken 
place in one venr is regarded by The 
Cleveland Plain Dealer as a curious 
hint of the tendency of the times to place 
more and inora«*t tin 1 property ot the 
world, ami especially ot the United 
States, in tlnf possession of wojmen. It 
looks ns it the weaker sex which 
must hold its goods and chattels in 
a sense by virtue of tin- forbearance 
of the stronger were destined to be¬ 
come this moneyed part of the human 
family.

SCIENCE AND PROGRESS. 


A series of exhaustive experiments, 
as published In the engineering jour¬ 
nals, has been made to determine the 
value of different fuels as compared with 
crude petroleum, and the following re 
suits are recorded: Coke that has about 
94 per cent, of carbon is found to con¬ 
tain 13,640 heat units, requires nearly 
eleven pounds of air for complete com¬ 
bustion. the rise in temperature being 
4,877 degrees, F.. and the maximum 
amount of water that it will evaporate 
is 44.15 pounds for each pound or coke, 
very good grade of bituminous coal,con¬ 
taining more than 71 per cent, of car¬ 
bon, contains 14,143 heat units, requires 
11 pounds of air for complete combus¬ 
tion, the rise in temperature is 4.880 do 
grees, F., and the maximum amount of 
water evaporated nearly 16 to 1—this, 
however, being an exceptional one. Il¬ 
luminating gas, of 01 per cent, carbon, 
contains 20,800 heat units, requiring 
nearly sixteen pounds of air for tnecom- 
busrion of each pound of gas, the rise in 
temperature is 4.507 degrees, and eaeh 
pound of it will ovaporte more than 
twenty-one pounds of water. Oak wood 
when kiln dried, contains abovt 60 per 
cent, of carbon, has 7,713 heat units 
per pound of wood, requiring six times 
its own weight of air for its combustion 
giving a rise in temperature of 4,2 m 7 
degrees, and each pound of it will evap¬ 
orate eight pounds of water. Wet and 
green sawdust, containing 45 per cent, 
of wood and 56 per cent, or moisture,de¬ 
velops 2,916 heat units, giving a rise in 
temperature of 2,245 degrees, and will 
evaporate four (rounds or water for each 
pound of wood in the fuel, though for 
each pound as it stands—wet and dry 
together—it is much less.

CREMATION SCENES IN INDIA. 


Bodies Rising to k Sitting Posture While 
Lying on itn Open Firo. 

In traveling through India large bon¬ 
fires are frequently to be stumiu seclud 
ed spots on the outskirts of cities, sur 
rounded by apparently merry-making 
circles of natives. The scenes which 
greet the observer of such are often 
grand and improMsive. Such was tho 
one which it was the good fortune of a 
writer for The Boston Transcript to wit 
ness. One afternoon, while wandering 
through the suburbs oi Bombay to escape 
for a While the bustle and confusion of 
this magnificent citv of temples .and 
palaces, he discovered through the trees 
in the distance the familiar bonfire. 
Being an American, with the bump ol 
curiosity strongly developed, an irre¬ 
sistible desire to approach this particu¬ 
lar spot predominated. The scene 
contrasted strangely with what was 
anticipated. A group of men sat 
piously guarding this sacred fire, 
for ft proved to be that the last 
rites were being enacted to a kins¬ 
man. Among tins particular caste the 
last tribute to the dead is one striking 
in its solemn originality. When life 
becomes extinct the body of tho deceas¬ 
ed, strongly impregnated witli the odor 
of sweet spices, is swathed in the finest 
linen and permitted to remain a few 
hours in the midst of the benavhd 
friends,whose lamentations and strange 
wailing, as if from another world, are, 
to say the least appealing. In token of 
their intense grief each member of tho 
family submits immediately to tho 
operation of having the hair cut off the 
head. Should it be a widow who is left 
to mourn, as her sorrow is still greater, 
her head is completely shaven. These

It D usually drawn by 
bullocks and accompanied by iinmod ate 
friends only, to receive earth s la-t pen e 
offering at*the shrine of the gods. 

Arriving nt tho holy place tlm de¬ 
ceased is taken from the bier and placed 
witli much solemnity in the heat of the 
yet slowly kindling brands. The men, 
wrapped in the purest white sheets, 
withdraw to a little distance under the 
shade. Not a word is spoken, no ro- 
quiem sung. The time is devoted to 
silent supplications to the gods whoso 
brazen or stone figures stand near bv in 
attitudes <»i the profoundest humility. 
At intervals raising their heads appar¬ 
ently, then falling to tho earth on their 
laces, again standing with their arms 
extended, they oiler their petitions. A 
few sit glodniily under the olive trees, 
whose duty it is* to keep the lire up to a 
certain pitch, never seeming to relax a 
muscle. 

Suddenly tho gestures cease. Ail atti¬ 
tude of intense anxiety now prevails. 
The anxious eyes are fixed severely on 
the fire that is slowly consuming the re¬ 
mains of their fellow-man ; tjioy look 
expectant, or as if oil the alert for 
something. Presently the body, re¬ 
leased of its pinions, severed by the fire, 
moves, springs, perhaps to an upright 
position amidst the flames, scattering 
the fire in all directions. Jt is a sight 
most revolting and horrible in the ex¬ 
treme, causing oven a little consterna¬ 
tion among the natives. To the stranger 
the spectacle is rtgonizhig to behold, for 
it seems a human soul urging and sway¬ 
ing amidst a whirling ujass of blue 
vapor, as if struggling in dqatli’sagony. 
We are told that wh» n the fire reaches 
a particular portion of the back tho con¬ 
traction causes the body to rise to a sit¬ 
ting position. All the mourners iu one 
accord call upon the name of the Most 
High, then rush to the spot and press 
heavily on the ghastly figure with great 
poles, each moment with renewed vigor 
until it resists no longer and sinks, to lie 
finally lost amid the fury of the flames, 
tho fire haviug by this time Increased 
to its height. 

Once more the mourners seek their 
retreat and prostrate themselves silently 
at the feet of the deities for some mo¬ 
ments, then utter loudly ejaculations 
and supplications to the gods, this time, 
if possible, with greater solemnity ana 
reverence. Then they resume their 
former positions, to keep again their 
vigil of the dead. The voioes die 
out, and in silent meditation they pati¬ 
ently watch the embers smoulder away 
until all is over, and the ashes of their 
kinsman are floating widely through 
the air.

The map-shot photographer has oftRB 
dnmonatrated hi* effrontery But It has 
remained for Mr. 0. V. Limg, the pho¬ 
tographer of the Union Iron Work* in 
San Francisco, to sight his “flnder"and 
press the button in the face of what 
looked very like impending death, He 
was detailed on the 22nd of August, to 
attend the preliminary trials of tne new 
battle-ship Oregon, and photograph her 
from all powible points of view that 
would seem to afford data for theories 
of wave resistance. Amongst others, 
a sight from right ahead was want¬ 
ed, and it was agreed that the photo¬ 
grapher’s tug should steam across the 
Oregon’s bows at a distances of about 
201 ) vards. 

Now it may soem an easy thing to a 
landsman to calculate distances correct¬ 
ly under such conditions, but sailormen 
know tlmt it is not so easy as it looks, 
and Capt. Jansen, of tho tug Rockaway, 
found himself 100 yards too near.
